Compact Disk Read Only Memory (CD-ROM) technology allows microcomputers to gain access to databases that 
would be too large to store in their entirety on hard disk or floppy disk. CD-ROM disks are essentially the same as 
audio compact disks used for recording and playing music. 


Each CD-ROM disk can store up to 550 Mb of data; roughly the equivalent of 1,500 floppy disks or 16 magnetic 
tapes. As the name implies, CD-ROM is a read only which provides a permanent non-updateable store from which 
data can be retrieved to the microcomputer for further manipulation. 


Releases on CD-ROM incorporate the user friendly software known as Supermap which enables the retrieval, 
manipulation, tabulation and mapping of data by selected geographic area. Results cannot be saved on the CD-ROM 
but may be saved as files within the microcomputer magnetic storage environment. Thus the medium is well suited to 
large statistical databases like Census data. 


CD-ROM technology opens the way for the Australian Bureau of Statistics to develop a number of products which 
will deliver high volume data to the rapidly growing microcomputer community.

The Australian Bureau of Statistics in conjunction with Space-Time Research released the 1981 and 1986 Population 
Census summary information on compact disk in 1988. The package is known as CDATA 86 and contains the 1981 
and 1986 small area summary data, the 1986 large area summary data, as well as user friendly software known as 
Supermap. Supermap allows you to retrieve, manipulate and map Census data. 


CDATA 86 gives you Census information for very small areas known as collection districts. Collection Districts 
contain approximately 200 households. For each collection district you can get a vast array of demographic, financial 
and lifestyle information, covering the age of the population, housing, income, education and occupation.
